The East German government is running 
far behind schedule in drawing up its 
economic plan for 1962 and it may be 
some time yet before it is ready. An 
economic retrenchment during the coming 
year has been clearly foreshadowed, 
but the shifts in Soviet Tactics on 
the German problem has thrown the 3 
planners out of stride. There are 
indications that differences of opinion 
have arisen because of uncertainty 
over such things as the future of 
interzonal trade and the extent of 
aid which Moscow can be counted on 
to give. Ulbricht recently conceded 
in a published article a considerable 
East German dependence on West German 
goods, implying that it could be over- 
come only by increased Soviet assistance.
